kozbearing my rudeneſs, not that there is any (nffic{ency oz ſingu⸗ 
larity in mg abovs others; but in that haretofoge J have found you ſo 
genetcus towards all, J maks no queſtton to finds you as gractons 
towards my ſelf; and in that it hath pleaſed yon to accept of our lode, 
wo are-pzoud again to be under-your obedience: wherein we (hall 
re jorca the moze, i peu now occozd to onr requeſt the ſoner, which 
te, to marry witheut delay. The time paſſeth, and will not be recal- 
led; four youth intreats it, and mnff not bg denyed; your Conntrey 
tmpoztunes tit, and would not be oppoſed; pour no{ghbours deſirg it, 
and hops to be ſatisfied; and all ſozts requeſt it, and hops it foz your 
hondur. Foz when age appzoachet h, death attends tt at the belszand 
no man can tell when , oz how it will fall upon him. Thergfozs doe 
humblp requeſt you to accept our ſapplications , which is, that we 
may pꝛobide by your appointment, a Lady wozthy of your honour and 
dur (nbjection. Jn this we are the moze ſuppliant, bocauſs it will rg- 
dound ſo much to the good of your Conntrey, and the enlarging your 
renown : foz if it Could ſo fall ont (which God fozbid) that you die 
without (ne, we mag lament the loſs of dur Lozd, bat not redzeſs 
the complaints of ths people: we want yon that was all our comſozf, 
but arg ſure of diftreſs to our everlaſting trouble. If then you ei- 
ther lovg your ſelt, oz pitty us, framg a heart to this impzeſſion, and 
leabe not us to farther fear and diſquiet. 

When the Nobls Lozd had thus appzehended the petition cf his 
loving Hubjeas, hs reſolved to anſwer them as gractouſly as ther bad 
.Þ2dpornded the buſineſs with regard of duty, and ſo replyed : ꝰ 
bearefQ friends, you babe urged moto a matter, in whichas ret 
bÞateheenamer ranger : fog in naturs I delight in liberty, and 
by cuſtom continued my pleaſures ; both which malt needs bs cut bed 
by marrtage, aud reſtrained by taking a Mike: notwithſtanding, J 
caſt away all doubts to pleaſurs you , and will think of no incum⸗ 
b:atices, ſo. you may be ſatisflad. Foz thongh marriags hath many 
ditft 850 197 955 » the fear of tegitimation in out 
Tvith n, un by {cton af that honotir which lies on dar Mldes ho⸗ 
nay ;. pet all hall bs overcoms with this roſolntion, that 1 ſhall 
picaſs yon in ths ſame : fo J am reſglved, it any good come foz mans 
contentment by marrtage, it is from God; to whom J ſubmit this 
cauſe, and pzay foz ths good ſucceſs of your wiſhes, that A may live 
omaintata par paacg.ag well as my own pleaſars ; and look wherg- 
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in my contentment wall enlarge ming honour , your welfare ſhall bs 
reſpected abovs my lite; (0 that (believe it) J will ſatisfis your de- 
mands, and apply my ſelf to ths pur poſs. Dnely one thing I requeſt 
at your hands, to take in wozth my choice, and neither inſult if ſhe bs 
a Pzinceſs of greatneſs,noz repine if (the bs of mean eſtate; but love 
ber becan's J bade lobgy yon, and regard her howſoever , in that ſhe 
is my Wifs : neither being curious noz inquiſitive whom J will 
chuſe, noz diſaffected when it is paſt remedy, 

When the company had heard him dut, and found him ſo willing 
to their ſatisfaction, they gave bim thanks wich one heart fo2 his 
kinds admiCion; and anſwered with ons tongue, bs ſhould not flade 
them repugnant ; but they would honour his Mike as the Pzinceſs 
of the wozld. Thus did this new repozt (like a meſſenger of glad 
tedings) fill all the Conntrey with joy, and the Palace with delight, 
when they nnderſfood their Lozd wonld marry; and in a manner 
beard ths time appointed: foz pzeſentle it was pzoclaimed thzough 
the Conntroy,and a day aſſigaed ſoz all comers to coms to the Cautt.

But as it 
happens many times, that inward graces do moderate ontward viſ- 
commodities, and that God ſoaſonoth podert with conten t and 
theilt (nfficient ſuppoztation; ſo hav this pooz man all his defeas 
ſupplied in ths admirable comfo2t of one onely Danghter , ſo com- 
poſed, as {f nature datermined a wozk of offentation. Foz ſuch was 
ber beauty and bertne, not onely in appearance, but in reality; that 
it put juditious men to an extaſis in the choice be compariſon ; but 
both nnited, did hors gracs ach other; and when ther pzetendsd an 
ection, it was all to go fozward to perfedion. And whersas in others 
this tempozary bleſſing gave wings to defirs, to be ſœn and known 
ab2oad; in her thoſs innated dertues allayed the beat of all manner 
cf paſſton, and bzeakings ont of frailty, The blandsthoy bad wers 
but mean, and ths diet they kept was to ſatisfls naturs ; thotims 
was oder ⸗ruled by their ftomachs, and the ceremonies they nſed were 
thanks to God, and moderation in their repaſts. The ntenſils of ths 
bonſe wers homesly , yet handſoms in regard of their cleanlineſs , 
that Bed which they bad the old man lay in, and the ſw&@et Daughter 
made ſhift with the ground: no day paſſed withaut pzayors and pzat- 
ſes to God (oz it was not pzaiſe-wozthy to have ſneb gracs in this diſ⸗ 
grace ?) noz any night withont taking acconnt of the day paſſed. Vor 
exerciſe was to help her Father in ths mozning, and dzive fozth der 
htp in the day time; be was at home making of Nets, and ſhe a- 
bzoad looking to her Lambs: the was neder heard to wich foz any 
better, but to thank God it was no wozls. No wozd of repining over 
came from her month, oz the leaſt grudge from hor boart : at night 
ſhe folded her h@p, and dzeſſed hor Fathers ſappor ; then lay ther 
down to reſt, and reſted as well as in a bod of Donn indæd. This 
was the gloay of their podorty, and memozy of their contentment. 
But as fire will not be hid whors there is matter combuſtible, ſo 
vertus will not bs obſcured whors thers be tongues and gars; noz 
could the Paz quoſs ſo hallow after bis Pawks aud Pounds, but ths 
repozt of the vertnous and fair Damſel hallowsdin his ear (as fait) 
thts wondermentzinſomuch, that when it was confirmod by jav{ctous 
relation, he mads it no dainty to be beholding to bis own experioncs. 
Which whon he ſaw concurring with tame, the miracle bzought a 
kinde olf aſtonichment; which continuing ths pzoportiss of ſach no- 
velties, intreaſed to meditation: and ſo comparing ths rsſt with 
this rarity, bs thonght her a fit Woman to make his Wits ; ſuppo- 
ſing that if ſhe wers bortuons by nature, ſhe could ust pzods vicoous 
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by education; but rather as a Diamond is a ſtons of the ſame balne, 
whether 


ſet in Lead oz Yoan, it muſt nns bs of mozo crcellency em- 


belliſhzd with Gold and Enamel. In which resolution hs pzeparev 
bis heart, and went fozward with his buſineſs. 

In the moan tims the Court was daintily farniſhed, the Plats pꝛe⸗ 
pared, ths Apparel magnificent, the Cozonst rich, the Jewels pꝛe- 
cionus, the Dznameonts erceding, and all things befitting the magnt- 
ficencs of a Pzincs, and the dignity of a Auen; onoly the Nobles 
wondered, ths Ladies wers amazed, the Damſals mardelled, ths 
Gentry diſputed, ths people flocked, and all ſozts attended to ſez wha 
ſhould poſſeſs his wealth, and bs adozned with theſs robes. At laſt

Janicola J know that ton alwayss lo dad ms, and am rsſol- 
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not be contrerę to mp requeſt, Foz A intend to beg your Daughter 
fc: mp Wife, and bs pour @on-(n-law fo2 pour adbincement. What 
ſaycft thou man, wilt thou accept me foz a friend, as J have appoint- 
ed the foz a Father. The poz old man was ſo aſtoniſhed, that he 
could not look foz teare, noz (peak a wo2d fo jop; but when the ex- 
taſis had end, he thus fatntlyreplyed; My gractous Dobgreign, you 
are my Lozd, and therofoze J muſt accozd to your will; but yon ars 
generous, and therefozs J pzeſume on vertne : take her a Gods 
nams,and make me a glad father, and let that Gad, which raiſsth ths 
dum ble end m&k, make ber a befitting Mike, and fraitful Bother, 
Mb then, replped the Parqueſs, let us enter your houſe ; foz J muff 
a:kber aqueſtton befoze yon. o de went in, the company tarrying 
withoat in great aſtoniſhment; the fatr maid was buſted to maks it 
as handſome as ſhs could, and pzond again, to have ſnch a gueſt under 
her roof ;-amc3cd at nothing, but why be ſhould coms (8 accompant- 
ed, and little confecturing of ſo great a bleſſing appzoaching. Bat at 
laſt, ths Marqueſs took her by the hand, and nſed theſs ſpeeches; To 
tell porn this bluſh becomes yon, it wers but a folly; and that your mo- 
beſty hath graced your comelineſs,may pzovs ths decett of wozds,and 
unbefitting my greatneſs; but ina wozy, pour Father and J bade 
agreed to make yon my Wifg , and J hops you will not diſagree to 
taks me to your Yusband. Foz delay ſhall not intangle you with 
ſaſpicion, noz two dapes longer pzotract the kindngſs; onely J muff 
be ſatisfied in this, if pour heart affozy a willing entertainment to 
the motion; and pour vortne a conſtancy to this reſolntton : Not to 
repins at my pleaſure in any thing , ncz pzeſume on contradiction, 
when J determine to commend.

Therefozs be addiſed how you anſwer, and A charge you 
take heed, that the tongue utter no moze then the heart conceits, All 
this whils was Griſel wondering at the miracle, had not Roligton told 
ber, that nothing was impoſſible to the commander of all things; 
which reduced her to a better conſideration, ond thus bzonght fozth 
an anſwer. 

Dy gracions Lozd, I am not ignozant of your greatneſs, and know

This is ſufficient, anſworsd the great Lozd, and ſo moff lovingly 
bs took her by ths hand, and bzonght hor to the company, even befozs 
all big Pers and great Ladies; and told them, ſh? ſhauld bs his 
Wife: ſo that whorein they extended their love, roverencs, and obs- 
diencs toward her, de would exemplifis bis regard, cars, and dili⸗ 
gence toward them. And bocauſs cutward ſhows do ſometimes grace 
befitting actions (leſt her poverty and baſgneſs might to much daunt 
their arpectation , and (@m diſgracivus'to their noblencſs) de com- 
mandsd them with a mozal i{tdlineſs to adozu ber with: the richett 
robes ther had ; ſo that it was a plsaſurs ta ſ&, how the Ladies be- 
fkirred themſeltes: a delight to behold the ſeveral ſgrbices perfozms 
ed, the many hands abaut her, the jowels and pendants, the robes and 
mant les, ths oznaments, cozons ta, and chains; with all other parti- 
culars and accouſtremonts ; but when he was apparoſtedinded, it 
was a radichment exceving repozt, and they which Tomached her 
pꝛeferment, wers now delighted with der glozy.'@ach a benefit hath 
beanty by nature, andgracionſneſs by nurtare, 


CHAP. 111 
How the Marqueſs and Griſel were Married together. 


Fter the Ladies had thus adozned proz Griſel with Robes befit- 
ting her eſfats,the Parqueſs and all the noble company returns - 
ad to Salus, and in ths Cathevzal Church, iu fight of the peoplo,accozds 
ing to ths falneſs of religions Ceremonies, 'they were eſpouſed toge- 
ther, and with great ſolemnity returned to the Palace.

Thus was ths am(- 
able to her Lozd, accoptabls to her people, p2ofitable to hor Conn- 
trey, a mirronr of her ſer, a perſon pztbilodged by naturs,and a won- 
der of the time, in which ths did nothing ont of time; ſo that ths 
Wargueſs was rather raviſhed then loding, and all his ſubjects rgſol- 
bed to obeviencs from her good gxample.

How the Lady GRISEL was proved by her Husband, who thus made 
trial of her patience,

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Noblgs : foz J bade ſome occafton of vitaffing, and they groat canſs 
of repining, in that they ma vs ſnbjet'toons ſo baſe, and have f(11 
bofoze their oyos car cb(ldzanpf (ach low dogres ; ſs that though (fe: 
any (aks) they reſt latisfisd foz the pzeſant,yet ars they reſolve never 
toſnffer any of dur Merit to ruls over them; of which, as ther bats 
diſputed with me, J cannot chuſs but fozowarn pon : thorefozs to 
pzovont this dilcontontment batween us, and to maintain that peace 
which muſt cozrobozats my oats, A my ne ds eield to their judgs- 
ments, and take away pour Daughter fr am ron, to pzoſords their a- 
mit; ths thing J know maft bs diſpleafag to natura, and a mother 
cannot well endure ſnch a loſs: but thers is now no remedy , onsle 
make aſs of your fit t reſolntions, and remember what gon pꝛomiſed 
ms at tho beginning of our contra. | 
The Lady bearing this (ozrowſnl pzeambls; and appzehonding the 
Mar quaſs roſolation, to her grisf-(aithough edery wozd might have 
ben as arrows in her ſides) rat admitting of the temptation, and diſ- 
puting with hor ſelf to what end the dertues of Pattencs, Podeste, 
Fozboarancs, Foztitude, and Magnantmite wers o2dainsd , (f they 
bad not ſubjects to wozk upon, and objects to look alter, thus replyed. 

Me Load,you ars my ber sign, and all garthly pleaſares and con- 
tentments of my lite come from you , as the fountain of my happi- 
neſs ; and therefoze pleaſs your ſelf, and (bgliovs it) it is my ploa- 
ſars that yon are pleaſed: as foz the childs, it is the gift of God and 
pours. Now hs that gives may taks away, and as ws receive bleſ- 
ſings fcom heaven , (0 muſt we not dots on them on gcarth ; left by 
ſotting onr mindss to much upon them, ws cannot (et off our hearts 
when they are taken from us: onely ons thing J deftrs, that you re- 
momber A am à mother; and it J burſt not ont into paſſ{on fog her 
loſs, it is fo your ſaks J am no mozs perplexed ; and ſo yon ſhall ever 
finds ms a Wits befitting pour dofirss. 


When the Parqueſs ſaw her. conſtancy,and was in a manner pleas 
ſed with her modelt anſwer, he replygt not at all at that time. Foz 
bis heart was fall, and what between joy and fear hs departed : joy, 
that ſo great vertus had the increaſs of godneſs ; tear, that hs had pze- 
ſamed to far on ſnch atrial ; but reſolved in his buſing(ls, de went to 
put it tothe adventars.

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The Marqueſs ſent for his Daughter, but privately diſpoſed of her with his 
Siſter , the Dutcheſs of Bologna de grace; brought her up in all

Thers⸗ 
foze 4 cravs pardon it J am diſploaſing in my mo ſcage, and ſem cru- 
el (as it wers) in tearing your fleſh from your Aves, by beroaving 
you of this yonr Danghtor ; foz bs hath appointed it that muff not be 
gain-ſaid, and J am a meſſenger that cannot bs dented : but pet with 
what nnwillingneſs (God knows my ſoul) in regard that yon are ſo 
reſpected among@ ne, that we think of nothing bnt what may dslight 
your, and talk not a wozd, but of your merit aud wozthinels.. 

When che had heard him out, remembzing ths conforencs the Mar · 
queſs had with har, and appzehonding thors was no diſputing in a 
matter remedileſs,cſpeciaily with a meNTenger,ſhe reſolbod it was 0z- 
dained to dye: and although ſhe muſt now(as it were) commit it fo a 
flanghter-houſe , whorgby any'woman in the wozld might with god 
becoming have burſt ont into ſome paſſion, and well enough ſhewed a 
diſtracted extaſte; yet recolleting her ſpirits, and rectaiming thoſs 
moti das of nature already friving in ber bowels, ſhe took ths chilve 
in her arms, and with a mothers bleſſing, and\we@tned kiſes ;the 
conntenance ſomewhat ſad, and the geſfars without any biolent exe⸗ 
caution, delivered it nnto the fellow, not once amazed noz diſfem. 
pred, becauſe her Lozd would have it ſo, and ſhe knew not how to 
havs it otherwiſe : vnelp ſhe ſaid, J muff, me friend, intreat one 
thing at yonr bands, that ont of humanity and Thzifttan obſervation, 
you leave not the body to be dgvoured of beaſts oz birds; oz it was 
wozthy of a Gzave in her innocencę, and Chziltian burtal, thangh 
he wers but my danghter alone. 

Tys fellow having received the childs, durſt not farry foz fear of 
diſcovery (ſach (mpzeſſion dad her wozds made alrgady)but returned 
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with it ta his Maſter; not leaving out the lgaft circumſtance of her 
anſwer, noz any thing might enlarge her renown and conftancy, 

The Parqueſs conſidering ths great vertus of bis Wife, and lok- 
ing on the boanty of bis daughter, began to enter into a kiads of 
compaCion, and to retract bis wilfulneſs ; but at laſt, reſolution won 
the fleld of pltty; and having (as bs thought) ſo well begun, would 
not ſo ſoon give aber: but with the ſams ſecrecy be had {taken her 
from his Mile, be ſont it away to his üer, the Dutcheſs of Bologna, 
with pzeſgnts of wozth, and letters of gratification, containing in 
them the nature of the buſingſs, and the manner of her bzinging up;

and inftructing hor with diligence ; ſo that it (an appeared, under 
what tutslage ſhe was, and whoſs danghter ſhe might be. Foz her 
pzognancy learned whatſogbsr they taught her, and the grace ſhe ad- 
ded, quickly diſcovered, that honour had confedgrated with nature to 
. maks her ths cff-ſpzing of (ach a mother.

The Marqueſs not contented with this proof, took away alſo her Son 
in which adverſity (with other additions) ſhe ſhewed an extraordinary 


patience, 


A Ftor this tempeſt was overpaſt, tho rage whoroof might sallle 
have bzoken ths tender ſides of pooz Griſels Bark, (foz, ſhe vert- 
ly believed that her Danghter was ſain) the Parqueſs fill lar in 
wait foz the trial of his Wifs, watching 8very oppoztunity which 
might acquaint him with her diſcontentmonts, eſpectally , if hs 
might under ſtand whether che complained of his rigozonſneſs and 
unkindneſs, oz no, but when bs not onsly was advertiſed of her con- 
fancy, and fair demeandur, but ſaw (by experience) that ſho was 
neither ele dated in pzoſpsrity,noz dejeced in addberfity:when bs per- 
tei bed ſo great a temperatures betiv@n the joy of der adbancement, 
and ths ſozrow foz her trouble, hs wondered at her cenſtance; and 
the rather, becauſs hor lobs and obſer dation toward him continued 
with ſach ſw&tneſs, and had ſach delectable paſſagss , that bis heart 
was ſot on firsagain , and bs knew not how to allay ths extromittes 
of his joy. In this manner paſſed four tears, wherein ſhe ober- 
paſſed all of hor kinds ; and he thought it a donativs from heaven to 
bavs ſach-a Mike. At laſt, natars bsftirrod hor falt again, and mads 
her a happy mother of a fair ſon ; the joy wWhergol led the whols 
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C:untrep info the honſs of pzapor and thankſgiving ; ſo that che well 
perceived how acceptable ſho was to her people, aud boloved of her 
dusband. Notwithſtanding, with the ſame water that dzode the mill, 
he dzowned it, and made her Till bslieve the contrary ; foz after two 
rears, that the childs was paſt the danger of a cradle, and the tron- 
ble of (infancy, hs took occaſton ones again to tnfliictnpon the vertu- 
ons Griſel anew puniſhment; erecting bis building upon the old 
foundation, Pon know, ſaith he, what fozmer contentions I have 
bad with my Nobility abont our Marriage, not that they can lay any 
{mpntation on you, oz your wozthy behaviour bat on my foztane and 
dtlaſtereus affection, to match my (gf ſo meanly ; whergtn pet their 
fozward erpzobation was rebated, all ths while we sitder had no 
childzen, oz that they ſuppeſed, that which we had to de taken from 
us: all Which ariſeth ont of ths errour of ambition, (wich in a man- 
ner is careleſs of bortns) reſpecting nothing but a high pzogeony : ſo 
that ever fincs this childe was bozn , thers bath paſſed many ſecrot 
grudgings, and unkinde ſp&ches againſt it, as it it wore a diſpa- 
ragement to their greatneſs, to hade a Lozd of ſo mean parentage, 
and the Conntrey to be ſnbject to the Gzandchilde of Janicola, whom 
ron ſ&, neder ſince dur marriage, they would admit to place of ho- 
nour, oꝛ toobertop them by way of aſſoetation ; noz will ſafer this 
my Gualter , thongh it carry the fathors name to rule over them. 
Thereloze to allay the heat of theſs pzoſont fires, and to pzeſer de ths 
peace of my effats (by pzeventing ths miſchief of futurs troubles) J 
am reſolved to ſeftle my tententment, and to deal with your ſon, as A 
have dealt with pour danghtor. And of this A thought good to advor- 
tiſe pon, as a pzoparative foz patience, left ſozrow ſhonld diſtrad you 
with over \nddenneſs. 

How yon Ladies and Dames af theſe times, that ſtand npon tearms 
of ſpirit and greatnefs of heart (ſoms will have it courage and mag- 
nanimity of minds) that are affrighted at ths characer of a fool ; and 
lle pooz ſonl, J ſpeak not of Dftrumpets, oz of ſach as ars willing to 
bzand themſelvgs with the impurite of nncleanneſs, and dare out of 
{mpndency oz cunning tell their hugbands to their faces, they will 
go where ther litt, and do what they pleaſe ; but of ſnch that under 
that impzegnabls target of honeſty ars pet ſo impatient-at overy di- 
ſtemperature, that ther dare anſwer taunt foz taunt : yea like Vira- 
go's indeed, offer the firſt blow, though a hozrible confafton follow; 
what would yon have anſwered this Wozd e oz with what firs-wozks 
would yon hade made rour appzoaches unto him; A will not tarry foz 
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pour anſwer, left I pull ths old honſs in pieces, and ſo though I ſcaps 
tho timber, J may bs cruſhed with the rubbich; but A will now ant(- 
cipate(03 pzodent) all obſections,by telling you what fair Griſel ſaid: 
and if there bs hops of refozmation, inſert it as a cantion, to d{vert 
pon from your natural figerceneſs. 

When ſhe had heard him ont, thongh to the grief of her ſon!l, ths 
conceived the murther of hor childs, and that the appzebenſton re- 
newed the ſozrow of her Daughters loſs : yet would ſhs gibs no way 
to ſach diſtomporaturs, that sither bs Could havs canſs to ſafpec her 
patience, oz ths hor falt the temptation of diſquist ; and therefoze 
thus replyed : Pr Los J havs many times told von, that my ſoul 
rejoycsth in nothing but in your repoſedneſs, foz you ars tho L020 of 
me and this infant; and thongh A could bs contonted to ſhew my ſelt 
a mothor in bis 8ducation, and bing bim now and then nnto peu as 
a pledge of gur loves, yt ars you the commander of my bowes, and J 
will recifis all diſozdered appetites by the rule of your pleaſure. 
Taks him then, and it hs be marked fo; death, it is but the common 
bzand of all creatures: nay, if the mother may bs a ſacrifice of pzo- 
pitiation to appeaſs your diſquiet, never was lamb ſo meek, noz ſo 
willing to be offered. Foz, what may bs compzehendsd under ths 
titles of father, kindorsd, childzen, kriends, life, pleaſure, honour, 
and contentment, ars all compziſed un der your loſs , and the ſocl{ete 
of a husband. Do with ms then what you pleaſe, the body ſhall ſgrvs 
your turn while it lives, and the ſoul attend you after death, 

Hers was an anſwer to pacifis ths Tyzants of Sicily, and pat a man 
quite out of his tract of pzobing ſach a wife; yet the Parqueſs onelę 
made nie of it to rejoycs in the aſarancs ef der goodneſs, and went 
ths rather fozward in dis dangerous courſs of temptation, 


CHAP. VII, 


The Marqueſs reſolute to prove his Wife further, ſendeth for his Son, and 
diſpoſeth of him as he had done of his Daughter. 


© this patient and wonderful Lade was ons day ſpozting with 

her intant, like an nntimsly tempeft (fpotling the beauty of 
ſoms now rooted plants) did this meſſenger of death {ntorpoſs bim- 
ſolf between the recreation, making the hollow demand of her Son 
wozle then the noiſs of a fcztech-owl oder a ck mans bed, ret (as 
if thors wore a conſciones in difquieting ber greatnoſs,02 if you will, 
hor geodne(s) be cams fozward with pꝛsambles and apologiss, inft- 

"matic, 
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xuating with craving pardon the authozity of a Lozd , the duty of a 
Servant, the terroz of Death, the circumſtances of abodtence, and 
all other enfozceements/which might either crenſs a meſſenger, cz 
make the meſlage it ſelf withont blame. What (hould IJ enlarge a 
diſconrſe of terronr? (tisa conrteſts to conclude a miſchief with 
quickneſs; he was not ſo ſudden in bis demand, as ſhs was ready in 
ver diſpatch; foz ſhz pzeſently blelf the Childs, kiſſed it, adozned it, 
and delivered it to the Executioner: onelp with the ſame gnfozce- 
ment ſhe pleaded, as (hs had ſpoken of in the behalf of her Dangh- 
ter; nat to ſe it periſh foz want of a bur tal, oz dsbourgd foz want of 
a grave. 

In this manner, and with this repozt he returned to his Lozd, who 
had ſtill moze cauſe of amazement, and leſs reaſon to treuble ſuch a 
creature, had not his wilfnlneſs pat dim fozward to make an end of 
bis buſtneſs, and taught him (fill variety of trying this Gold in ths 
fire, Bat koz the time, he ſent likewiſe this Childs to bis ior, the 
iDutcheſs cf Bologna, who,underftanding her bzotbers mind,bzonght 
up both thoſe childzen in ſuch a faſhion , that thongh no man knew 
whole Childzen they were, yet they imagined whole they might be; 
that ts, ths ſom and Daughter of ſomg Pzince , oz other Potontate, 
willing to habe his Childzen bzonght up to the beſt pur poſe, and be- 
fitting their birth and hon dur. 

The ozdoring of this buſineſs in this ſozt, made tha Marqueſs once 
again ſettle himſglf in Salus, where he kept open houſe to all com- 
mers; and was pzoud of nothing ſo much, as the honour of bis Wife, 
and the love of his people: foz althongh bs bad thus tried hor pact- 
ence and confancy, giding her meze then ſnfficient canſs of anguiſh 
and perturbation, yet could he not finds fanlt, oz bad the leaſt de- 
monſtratten of effence, but fill che loved him moze and moze; and 
was ſo ſervingly duttful, and cantelons of diſpleaſurs, that many 
times he grew enamozed of that he might command, and (@med pal- 
ſtenats in the diſtractions of ober-foy.

bad tho fruition of pzeſgnt bapptneſs ; not mediing with tho lame 
tar ther, than inthe commiſeration ot hor , and fill acknowledging 
their-dute to him 2) fo tbat althdugh bo kues che might this way un- 
der tand bis fozmer:reaſans of taking away hor chtlvzen, that it was 
bat a dodics, and that thers wers ſoms other motives which pzocured 
this ankindoneſs ; ret was de fili obſtinate to exerciſe her patients, 
and concelt beat ont another plot ofaConcs on dere andil ofa loving; 
kot mo hardened-boart; /-

ſont his Daughter to Bologna , to his nter, who by this time 
grown to that beauty, comeitneſs,and porfeaton,that hor fams buten 
all Europe; and the Lam Griſel her ether was made acquainted 
with her grceliancy; whoroupon hs berg Ecangoly (ont to Rome, by a 
meſſenger of truſt, foz counterfeit letters to marry hits Paragon, ans 
to bs diſpenſed from his fit ſt Wits : Which was. ſo effennally viſ- 
palehod, that the meſfonger ſon rsturned with the appzobation of 
his requsſt, and bs dimſelt had many allegations tn readinels fo ex⸗ 
cuſs the matter, intimating the good of the Conntroy, and ths contt- 
nual deſire of bis peopls tos ths alteration; which althonghit was 
tar from pzobability, becauſs thoy piftiod their Ladiosvifreſs, and 
rather repined agatn@® their Lozds unconfancy, yet tt ſexved his 
tacn foz the time, and hs therenpon erected the frame of this ſecond 
Marriage. By this tima is fatr Griſel acquainted with the buſinsſs,

delight. Foz amongſt the rest, there wasn rung weze , not full 
eight years old, whoſe bzader andgallantnaſs dzow all mens eres 
with admiration toward him, bad nut the'Ladyvibived tho gazing, 
and ſhared with their optnion. Fm, beſides der vie des and outwary 
oꝛnaments, her youth (as not fully thirten) and uptiadt tomolineſs; 
ber beauty, and gractous behavieur, (hs was of extraozdinary tatarg 
and majeſtick pꝛeſence. | 

Theſe things thus diſpoſed andihandſvawly carried, the Darqueſs 
took an oppoztunitythus to ipegk'ts the diſconſolate Griſel betoze all 
bis peoplÞ : In times paſt J confeſs you deſer ved mp love, and not- 
with ſtanding the diſparity betweenas;: I thought it wen 'botokiad 
upon ren; nay, J canaot now impute un (it yeſgrt unto you; 'm»to 
withſtanding, foz ſome reaſon to my ſelf beſt known, Jam reſelvev 
to taks another Mite; who as you hear, is on thoway hither ward 
already; therofoze 1 won dd adviſs you to rotics to roar bathors cot.

Alas, my Lozd, replied the ſweet on!, J oder viſputed tho marker 
with reaſon, that thers was no equallity between fa great magnificencs 
and my hamtllatton ; and in thogreatsff aſarance of my p2oſperity, 
rs puted my ſelf a baCat and handmatd; put ot nothing but my own 
ve adi nels to be at our command. and your wiltingnefs to empleo mt 
in pour affairs : ſo that A faks God to my. witneſs; I ſcarce truſte d m

Lady; ſome repined to ſ a man ſo cruel againf ſo great wozthinsſs, 
others cremplified hor pzaiſes ta all otgrnity ; ſome wers tranſpoztsd 
with the gallant youth and comelineſs of thts new beautiful Utrgtn, 
others pꝛeſumed to parallel the fair Griſel, but that ths had ſtepped a 
littls vafo23 hor in gears; ſoms barped upon hor groat Nobility and | 
bigh Lineage, others compared ths fozmer Mikes Uortus and true 
Wiſdom ; ſome excaſsd their Lozd, by the lodg to his Conntrep, 
others excuſed the Lade, by the naturs of ths adverſity, until the ap- 
pꝛoach of the fair Uirgin and the young Nobloman in her company, 
axtinguiched all fozmer conceits , and ſet them to a una wozk, con. 
cerning this ſpectacls, wherein ths young Lady, and ber bzavs 14B20- 
aher, had ſuch pzebgminsncs ; noz kngw-the Dake himſeit, 03 any of

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the company on either fids, that they wers bis own Cbildzen by Gri- 
fel, but m&rly rangers, and deſigned foz this new MParriage. ©o 
the great Parqueſs made good ſemblance, and with bis accaſtomed 
conrtlineſs welcomed them all tothe Palace. 

- Tho vory nert mozning, (oz it you will, the dap befoze) hs ſent a 
Mellenger foz Griſel, to coms unto him in the very ſams manner as ſhs 
was; who pzotraced no time, but pzoſently attended der Lo2d : at her 
app20acy bs was ſomewhat appalled; but yet ſetting (as we Tar) the 
beſt foot fozward, hs thus pzoc&@ded. 

The Lady(Griſel)with whom J muf marry, will be here to mozrow 
be this tims, and the fealt is pzopared acco2dingly; now becanſs 
there is nons ſo well acquainted with the ſecrets of my Palace, and
